2* Coamnander Knoll and Mr* Block continued their dlscTiBsion cf tfie 
type of organization for carrying on pssrchologleal warfare intender by 
30U/6* Again I observed that if there was a more specific ctefiniti<m of 
what was being discussed, they would probably find that there is mry 
little difference of opinion in their viowpoints of a "coordinatint;" aftenc j 
and an ”operating” agency* 

3* Commander Knoll said ttiat the ^vy Department was not so t limi ai 
to continue to suppoidi the concept of an agem:y that proved it was tK»t 
efficient. Thus, he continued that time would overcome the crganiaaticsmi 
' deficiencies and the proper type of agency would develop **through ■f-he 
evolutionary process*" 

U* I contended with Commander Knoll that this was not a sourei ap3r:i«'h 
for any group like ours to adopt since the objective of a peacc-tiiie 
pi <irml ng committee should be to come with the best balanced ans^ier, 
based upon the lessons of experience, of what will work in time of war. 

Those of us vho had the opportunity of living close to the defense proijriii 
and development of agencies in 19U0 and l^ljl realize oxOy too well tha::^ 
much precious time, energy and manpower was wasted and lost becaus*? of 
trial and error method of developing organizations*

suggested that Mr* Block bring in a japer to the Subcommittee enun ratlii 
in concrete manner the various and diverse functions iihich. In his estlai*/ on, 
are to be conducted und«* the heading of psychological imrfare in * Ime if 
war, and then the Subconmittee can analyze vfeat portions of these leti-rLt les 
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will be acccuopllshed hj existing agencies and ivhat will be (kne 
the central authority in this field. Mr. Block agreed to siiiait 
such a paper to the SubcoEnnittee.
